Commercial, September 6th.— In 
Manitoba wheat there has been 
extremely little doing during the 
week. There has been a rounding up 
of all the odd cara of old wheat that 
could be got hold of in store Fort 
William for shipment to the Ontario 
trade at prices better than for Sep- 
tember delivery, and ws think these 
are now well out of the way and 
prices from this out will be on the 
basis of export valu> for al! wheat, 
old or rew crop. The prices paid 
latterly for spot 1 northern andj 2 nok 
thern have been 7lc and 69c in store 
Fort William. In contrast with these 
the prices for September delivery show 
a reduction of 3c per bus. A few. lots 
of wheat for September delivery in 
store Fort William have bsen sold, 
some of them to exporters, but tho 
export trade is rot yet taking hold of 
business to any extent. Shipping o* 
new wheat has begun at towns along 
the boundary from Emerson to Mor- 
den, but it is slow work as bad weath- 
er hirders threshing except at inter- 
vals, and cars are also scarce. About 
25 cars of new wheat have been _ in- 
gpected this week, the majority 07 
them being i hard) and 1 northern. The 
chances are, however, that there will 
be considerable variety in ithe grading 
from many of the later districts and 
that there will be more or less frosted 
wheat to deal with. The prices that 
wheat has been sold at for Sept. de- 
livery, Fort William, during the week 
have been first aut 69 1-2c 1 hard and 
671-2c 1 northern, but on Thursday 
70c ard 68 was paid and yesterday 70 
1-2c and 681-2c could have beem got 
but owing to the broken weather no 
one would offer wheat for sale.

Omaha, Nebraska, has the following 
appreciative write-up of Edmonton 
and surrounding district by ihe ediior, 
A. C. Davenport, who recently paid a 
visit here; 


The 


Stockman.)—I am writing from _ the 
most northerly point touched by the 
railroad in Canada, 850 miles north of 
Salt lake and 300 miles north: of the 
northern boundary of Montana. After 
all, this is not so very| far north as 
compared with the habitable portions 
of the continent of Europe. Edmonton 
is in the same latitude as Dublin,. Liv- 
erpool and Hamburg, while Christiana, 
the capital of Norway, and St. Peters- 
burg, the capital of Russia, are 450 
miles farther north. About the only 
herd of wild buffalo left on the Ameri- 
can continent ranges in ihe Peace river 
valley, 300 or more miles north o7' here, 
and at Fort Providence, 550 miles norih 
of this point, wheat, barley, potatoes 
and garden veget,bles are suctessiully 
grown. it is ditficult for the mind to 
conceive of the vast extent of territory 
embraced in British North America. 

No more picturesque spot was ever 
chosen. for the site of a city than that 
occupied by Edmonton. It is located on 
an almost level plain, 250 feet above; che 
waters of the Saskatchewan. At the 
foot of the bluffs the great river/ rushes 
by on its way to Hudson’s Bay. One 
of the greatest rivers of the continent, 
it was the main highway between east- 
ern and western Canada. Gold dredges 
wash. out the precious meial from its 
sands, and along its banks are great 
seams of coal, waiting for some one to 
come and take it. A poor man could 
get his season’s fuel very quickly by 
driving along the bank and picking up 
the hunks of coal washed out. Coal, in 
appearance and quality much like Rack 
Springs, is delivered to consumers in

This par- 
ticular lot came from a point 750 
milee north, the long journey being 
made by boat, excepting the last 100 
miles. Edmonton is not only’ a receiv- 
ing point for a vast country but boasts 
that it distributes mail over a wider 
extent of territory than any other 
station on the American continent, the 
mail routes reaching clear io ithe meuth 
of the Mackenzie river and the Arctic 
ocean. What might be termed the 
modern history of the Edmonton dis- 
trict began as far back as. twenty 
years ago when a few settlers from 
eastern Canada arrived and began 
farming on a small scale. But the 
market in that day’ was limited: tof bar- 
tering small quantities of produce for 
supplies. So small was the demand 
that very little farming was done. 
When the railroad arrived ten years 
ago better markets were opened but 
seekers after land) were turned to oth- 
er points and the country remained 
practically undeveloped. The real de- 
velopment of the country may be said 
to have commenced [ess than three 
years ago when the Canadian Pacific 
railroad company placed its lands on 
the market. The rush during ihe pres- 
ent summer has been something 
phenomenal «nd ‘or fifty miles oni 
from Edmonten all the railroad lands 
and homesteads have been taken. Ed- 
monton end the country around it is 
full of Americans and one meets Ne- 
braska, lowa ard Dakota men at 
every hand, while there is a sprinkling 
from all the rorthern states.

ALBERTA COAL. 

The Frank Sentinel of last issue his 
notices o° develapment of new coal 
properties o2 the Alberia side of the 
Rackies on and near the Crow’s Nest 
Pass railway which give promise of be- 
ing of first class importance. The 
Frank mines are being extensively 
worked; a short railway has been buili 
to some mines which are being develop- 
ed a litile to the rorth of Frank, at 
Gold Creek, and now the Sentinel notes 
the commencement of construction on 
a short railway south of Frank io gpen 
uw) coal deposits on the head of Byron 
Creek. The Sentinel says; 

The Byron’s Colleries embrace all the 
coal lands at the head of ihe first creek 
emptying into the Crow's Nest river 
below Frank from the south, and also 
take in the coal lands over the divide 
and down to the South Fork of the Old 
Man. The coal lands of the Canadian 
American Coal & Coke Company joins 
this land on the northwest, and they 
are reached by going up the small 
stream, known as Byron creek. There 
are several seams on this property, 
which will be opened up at. once and 
put on a shipping basis. A complete 
set of mine buildings are to be erected 
at once and a i1orce of miners put to 


work to drive entries on the various 
veins and have the property in shape to 
ship coal by the time it can be reached 
by a railroad. ; 

This railroad will be built at once 
and the preliminary work is already 
being done. A Territorial charter his 
already been secured by the Minerals 
Transportation Company, Limited. 

This road will be between four and 
five miles long, and will join the C. P. 
R. less than three miles below Frank. 
Already a force of engineers under J. 
BE. Woods, D. L. S, are laying out the 
line, making ready for the right-of-way 
mea, graders and rock men, who will 
be put to work as soon as the epgineers 
can go over the ground 

A wagon road is being built to take 
supplies up for the force at the mine 
and the construction crew and the ne- 
cessary buildings will be put up and 
mining commence as soon’ us this is cut. 

The Sentinel of the same isste has 
this further item; Sy 

“Messrs. Ede and Rickert have | 
cated a large body of what they claim 
to be anthracite coul lands, containing 
three gcod seams of the coal. The first 
seam they opencd showed five feet of 
clean coal, which from surface indica- 
tions will widen out to 9 ‘eet. The oth- 
er two seams are good working seams 
but have not yet been worked upon. 

“They have also located a scum 
blacksmith’s coal within ihree miles of 
their other fird and from tests mido 
by blacksmiths, io whom samples were 
given, it is pronounced fully equal to 
the best Pennsylvania product. 

“The location of this coal has not yet 
been made public, but the owners claim 
that a railroad could be built very 
cheaply. as the grade nowhere would be 


over one per cent,”

slowly over it. When snow comes these 
pitch holes wil! become worse instead 
of better. If the holes were filled up 
now it is possible that the road would 
remain level for the winter. Of course 
should a wet spell occur the road would 
become bad. again, but from present in- 
dications it would be reasonable to ex- 
pect a dry fall. ‘ 
Another maiter that requires atten- 
tion is the road as it leaves the bridge 
on the south side. During the wet wea- 
ther this piece of road! was a ‘bog. Now. 
it is dry but as rough as it cam évell 
be. There is not, sufficient room for a 
roadway on tke west side of the track 
and adjoining land should be purchased 
so as to give the road way full width.
